The Dry Ridge City Council 
approved annexing the 14-acre cem¬ 
etery into the city limits during its 
Aug. 6 meeting in order to allow law 
enforcement to monitor the grounds 
when they are in the area. 

“If our policeman is down there, 
he can drive through and check it,” 
said Dry Ridge Mayor Clay Crupper. 
“At night, if Williamstown Police is 
down that 
way, they 
can check 
it. We won’t 
make noth¬ 
ing out of it 
and we 
won’t spend 
nothing. It’s 
more or less 
a courtesy. 
They’re 
getting so 
much stolen, it’s unbelievable.” 

Crupper was asked by Grant 
County coroner Robert McDaniel, 
who operates Hillcrest Cemetery and 
Corinth Cemetery, to address the issue 
with the city council. 

Everything from small mementos 
to large floral arrangements left by 
family members have been taken 
from headstones. 

“The thefts are worse leading up to 
Memorial Day,” McDaniel said. “It’s 
despicable to think about people steal¬ 
ing from a cemetery, but it’s done. 
They yard sale some things and flea 
market some things.”

J acob Vickers is just 12 years old, but he’s a 
fighter and a survivor.

Ceremony salutes efforts to save lives

The Kentucky Office 
of Highway Safety 
(KOHS) honored 126 law 
enforcement officers from 
123 agencies across the 
Commonwealth for their 
efforts to increase the use 
of seat belts and child 
restraints, including Post 
6 in Dry Ridge. 

The second annual 
Governor’s Occupant 
Protection Awards 
ceremony was held at the 
Hilton Lexington/ 

Downtown Hotel. Awards 
were presented to officers 
with the most occupant 
protection citations in 
each agency and division. 

There are six divisions, 
broken down according to 
the number of officers 
within the agency, plus a 
division for Kentucky 
State Police. 

The winner for KSP 
and CVE, along with the 
number of seat belt and 
booster seat citations from 
Post 6 was Police Trooper 
Steven Robb with 546 
seat belt and booster seat citations. 

“Despite a wealth of data showing 
that seat belts and child restraints 
save lives, each year hundreds of 
unrestrained motorists lose their lives 
on Kentucky roadways,” said KOHS 
Director Bill Bell, who presented the 
awards. “These officers, their 
departments and agencies render a 


great service for public safety by 
enforcing our occupant protection 
laws.” 

There were 721 total highway 
fatalities in Kentucky in 2011 with 
576 killed in motor vehicles. Lifty- 
eight percent of those killed in motor 
vehicles were not wearing a seat 
belt. 

“Our law enforcement is making a 


difference, as 
Kentucky’s seat 
belt usage rate 
increased by 1.5 
percentage points 
in 2012-to 83.7 
percent from 
82.2 percent in 
2011,” said Bell. 
“However, there 
is still a great 
deal of work to 
be done. One 
fatality is too 
many.” 

According to 
the National 
Highway Traffic 
Safety 
Administration 
(NHTSA), seat 
belts, when worn 
correctly, are 
proven to reduce 
the risk of fatal 
injury to front- 
seat occupants 
by 45 percent - 
and by 60 
percent in pickup 
trucks, SUVs 
and minivans. 
Also according to NHTSA, child 

restraints reduce the risk of fatal 

injury by 71 percent for infants and 

by 54 percent for toddlers in passenger 
cars and by 58 percent and 59 percent, 
respectively, in light trucks.

U.S. 25 yard 
sale could be 
next ‘big thing’ 

A good idea and a little elbow grease 
was all Judy Wigginton needed to start 
what could become a big deal. 

Wigginton, of Williamstown, got the 
idea to host a U.S. 25 yard sale after 
attending the popular U.S. 127 yard 
sale several years ago. After retiring 
earlier this year, she finally had time to 
put the idea in motion. 

With the blessing of Williamstown 
Mayor Rick Skinner she began calling 
Kentucky cities along U.S. 25 and ask¬ 
ing them to set aside Aug. 16 to Aug. 

19 as the dates for the U.S. 25 yard sale 
and many of them agreed. 

Grant County responded in a big way 
as yard sales dotted the roadway from 
Crittenden to Corinth. 

Most reported they were extremely 
busy and pleased with their profits. 
Other property owners cashed in on the 
idea by renting yard sale space. 

Early on Thursday, U.S. 25 was full 
of cars. They came from Harrison, 
Boone, Owen and Pendleton counties. 

There were mini traffic jams as vehi¬ 
cles looked for bargains and that means 
hundreds of people came to Grant 
County and spent money, not just at the 
yard sales but at local restaurants, gas 
stations and other businesses and that’s 
a good thing. 

Wigginton’s goal is for the U.S. 25 
yard sale to stretch from Michigan to 
Florida. She plans to continue making 
contacts and distributing flyers in an 
effort to drum up support for the idea. 

It all started with one woman on a 
mission. 

Hat’s off to Wigginton for her hard 
work and for starting what is sure to 
only grow with time. It just goes to 
show that a vision and hard work really 
can pay off.

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DOWN AND DIRTY 

Potato, purslane 
a great combination 

I was among friends last week, discussing the 
virtues of okra. Some preferred to categorize 
the “slime” as a “thickening agent” while 
others insisted you need to be a wood pecker to eat 
one. The little ones are best, of course but often they 
get too big to be edible. While okra is indeed a great 
thickening agent in gumbo and other quintessential 
southern dishes there is another plant lurking in the 
garden that can do the same- and you can usually 
just find it growing along a path or in the flower 
garden. 

I knew that purslane could be used in salads or 
soups but have never made much of an effort to 
harvest and devise a kitchen plan until a few years 
ago when I had this fabulous stand of the weed in 
my kitchen garden after I pulled the old greens that 
bolted from the summer heat. It made perfect sense 
to let it grow and flourish because no lettuce seed 
would be germinating in the heat and I knew that 
this garden was free from any pesticides. So, the 
purslane established and since then I have turned 
young and old onto its culinary virtues.

My friend and author Nancy Gift describes 
purslane (Portulacca olereaca) as a “flat-growing 
plant with succulent, thick leaves, usually roughly 
an inch long and a thick stem. It grows best in dry 
places (sand, gravel) but also grows in gardens. 
Purslane leaves are deep green, slightly shiny, with 
small whitish hairs underneath, and the leaf edges 
and stems often have a purplish or reddish cast.” It 
has a jade like appearance for a weed. In a preview 
of Nancy’s book, Good Weed, Bad Weed, her 
section on purslane definitely represents the good 
side of the piquant green. Consider giving it a try 
and look for her book if you are interested in 
learning more about the virtues of all living things. 

I found a few recipes that 
complement the flavor of 
purslane which I can best 
describe as sour-piquant. 
Any variation on the theme 
will work so don’t bother 
sticking to the recipes exactly. 
You can also just add a few 
of its leaves to any leafy 
green salad. 

My favorite purslane 
combo is a lightly dressed 
potato salad. Stem one inch 
pieces of cut potatoes for 
about 10 minutes and let 
cool in a large shallow bowl. 
Combine half cup of olive 
oil, three tablespoons of red 
wine vinegar and a pinch of 
salt for your dressing. On top of the potatoes layer 
rough cut tomatoes, cucumbers, onion and pepper, 
purslane, and chopped mint (more or less as you 
desire of anything). Drizzle the dressing, salt and 
pepper to taste and toss gently. One time I also 
added a few dollops of ricotta cheese which gave 
the salad a slight creamy texture. 

Weed salad 

One of the ways I also sold this salad to dinner 
guests over the years is to talk about the healthy 
virtues of this so-called weed: purslane is high in 
omega-3 fatty acids, vitamin C, beta carotene, 
magnesium and potassium; so, therefore good for 
blood pressure and cholesterol. Why are we not 
eating more of this? 

The next recipe is a simple tomato, cucumber, 
purslane, basil and yogurt salad. Think about 
marinated cucumbers with yogurt base instead of 
vinegar while adding a few more ingredients. 
Season it as you wish. 

Purslane is an annual and will be knocked back 
at first frost so before this happens I will gather what 
I can find and make a fall gumbo. When purslane is 
cooked in a broth it actually acts as a thickening 
agent like our beloved “slimy” okra. This recipe 
came via Esther Heizer in Clarksville, Indianato my 
father many years ago. Saute half a cup of chopped 
onion in about a tablespoon of butter; blend in about 
a tablespoon flour, add one cup of chopped tomatoes, 
two cups (or more) stock, about half pound cubed 
fish or chicken (or keep it vegetarian and add more 
vegetables), two cups purslane and a handful of 
chopped fresh basil. Let it all simmer until meat and 
or vegetables are tender. 

I have also read that purslane is a good flavor 
complement to pork and lamb so this will be on the 
fall menu, when we harvest lambs from Swallow 
Rail Farm for the first time.

CRP Participants May Request Authorization to Conduct 
Emergency Haying or Grazing of CRP Acres 

The USDA Farm Service Agency (FSA) announces the opportunity for Conservation Reserve Program (CRP) participants to 
request authorization to conduct emergency haying or grazing on specific CRP acres. Eligible producers who are interested in 
applying for approval to conduct Emergency Haying or Grazing of CRP land located in Kentucky must request and obtain 
individual written approval from FSA before any haying or grazing starts. Participants will be assessed a 10 percent payment 
reduction on their annual rental payment for the acres actually hayed or grazed. 

Interested CRP participants are required to submit a request to FSA and obtain a modified conservation plan to hay and/or 
graze under emergency provisions. The same acres may not be hayed and grazed under the same emergency designation. 
Emergency haying or grazing is not allowed within 120 feet of any stream or water body. Specified portions of each field or 
contiguous fields must be left or grazed with limited stock for wildlife purposes. 

Emergency haying or grazing is restricted to specific practices that are 12 months past being determined as fully established by 
the agency. Participants shall not start any haying or grazing activity until individual written approval is received for the CRP 
contract request. Approved haying authorization will end not later than August 31st. Approved grazing authorization will end 
not later than September 30th. 

To take advantage of the emergency haying and grazing provisions, approved participants can use the CRP acreage for their 
own livestock or may grant another livestock producer use of the CRP acreage for the purpose of haying or grazing. 

For more information and to request approval for emergency haying or grazing of CRP acres, contact the local FSA Service 
Center that administers the CRP contract. 

Opportunity for Continuous CRP Enrollment of Highly Erodible Cropland 

The USDA Farm Service Agency (FSA) announced that continuous sign-up for the Highly Erodible Land (HEL) Initiative under 
the Conservation Reserve Program (CRP) started on July 23, 2012. Kentucky received a total allocation of 39,400 acres to 
enroll in the HELI CRP program. Offers will be accepted until either the state acreage allocation limit is reached or September 
30,2012 whichever occurs first. 

This initiative will accept offers with an erosion rate of at least 20 tons per acre per year for new cropland or CRP acres that 
expire on September 30, 2012; however, existing grass stands that are not considered expiring CRP will not be considered 
eligible for enrollment. Eligible cropland must also have a history of being cropped 4 out of 6 years, 2002 through 2007. 
Eligible CRP contracts set to expire on September 30, 2012, may be offered for consideration and approved contracts will 
become effective October 1,2012. The contract duration is also 10 years.

In eight tournaments, the Grant 
County Lady Braves golf team had 
earned as low as sixth place and as 
high as runner up, but on Aug. 18, 
they claimed their first tournament 
win of the season.

Groundskeepers at the cemetery are 
instructed to not touch anything on or around 
the headstone, said McDaniel. 

However, they do clean the cemetery up 
a couple weeks after Memorial Day and 
anything on the ground is removed to mow 
the lawn. 

“Sometimes people call and express con¬ 
cern about something that’s missing and 
there’s honestly nothing I can do about it,” 
McDaniel said. “So, my thought was if 
police can at least patrol the cemetery ran¬ 
domly it could be a deterrent. In order to get 
the city police in there, in needs to be within 
the city limits. I hope this indicates to the 
public that we are concerned about it and do 
care about it.” 

Several years ago, law enforcement were 
able to catch a Corinth woman who had 
been stealing items from Hillcrest and other 
area cemeteries. 

The Grant County Sheriff’s Office placed 
a tracking device hidden inside a toy remote- 
controlled car that alerted the Sheriff Chuck 
Dills by cell phone if the car moved 50 feet 
from the grave. 

When deputies tracked down and arrested 
Kimberly Goodrich they discovered the 
maroon van she was driving was crammed 
with stolen items from cemeteries. 

Police recovered almost 50 items, includ¬ 
ing a statue of a 35-pound Labrador Retriever 
and a 2-foot tall concrete angels. 

“That seemed to slow it down for awhile,” 
McDaniel said about the arrest. “I think 
people were afraid that maybe things had 
bugs in it. But, it didn’t stop it and people 
went back to their same old ways.” 

“It’s just a horrible situation,” he said. “I 
always thought that people who would steal 
from the dead would do just about anything. 
It’s not just our cemeteries. I think it’s com¬ 
mon everywhere.”

Jacob played football 
before, but had to quit two 
years ago because of the can¬ 
cer. 

His diagnosis came after he 
was sick for 10 days with sev¬ 
eral symptoms. 

A CT scan at Children’s 
Hospital showed a large 
tumor. 

“He was at the end of stage 
three of four stages when they 
found it,” she said. “That 
wasn’t a good day.” 

Since then, it’s been chemo¬ 
therapy and radiation. Doses, 
his mother described as mas¬ 
sive. 

At first glance, Jacob looks 
like most kids his age. His hair 
is slightly longer than his team¬ 
mates - a tribute to his victory 
over cancer. 

“I know his hair is longer 
than the other kids, but after all 
he’s been through he deserved 
to have it grow long,” she 
said. 

At one point, Jacob was so 
weak from the treatments, he 
barely had strength to sit in a 
wheelchair, his small frame 
covered in IV tubes. 


That’s when the new female 
Boxer puppy his mother bought 
him for Christmas was stolen in 
2007. 

When Jacobs’s brother said 
he thought the pup was at a 
neighbor’s house. Terry went to 
get it back, only to be ordered 
off the neighbor’s property. 


Jacob’s story, including his 
battle with cancer and the sto¬ 
len puppy, appeared on televi¬ 
sion. When Shane Graham, a 
kicker for the Bengals, saw the 
story, he contacted the Vickers 
family and bought him another 
puppy, which he named 
Shayna. 


Shayna recently was diag¬ 
nosed with cancer and like her 
owner, she too, is cancer free. 

Maybe that’s why Jacob is a 
Bengals fan. 

“I like them because they’re 
the home team and they’re 
beasts,” he said. 

When he’s not doing home¬ 
work, he likes playing with his 
brother and playing video 
games. 

He’s kind of quiet when it 
comes to his cancer battle but 
has a bright yellow bracelet he 
often wears bears the message 
“Kickin’ cancer.” 

In honor of Jacob’s battle, 
the entire league is sporting 
helmets with ? ribbons. Kelly 
Hamilton, the Blue Powerhouse 
coach, came up with the idea to 
let Jacob run the first touch¬ 
down because he can’t play in 
his weakened condition. 

“We just wanted to do this 
for him to show our support,” 
said John McGowan, athletic 
director for the league. 

“He earned this for all he’s 
been through,’ said Terry. “He’s 
got the best personality in the 
world. He’s just a truly amazing 
kid.”
